\ total budget amounting to $590,161 in 
volving an estimated tax rate of $27.50 on the 
thousand has been approved by the finance 
committee, according to a report made public 
this week. The total is $65,000 in round fig 
ures higher than last year, but it is not a 
record amount, the appropriations being 
much higher in 1926 and 1930 and slightly 
higher in 1929 and 1931 ‘ 

Receipts are estimated some $6,000 lower 
than last year, while the state and county as 
sessments are estimated at $8,000 less than 
the estimate of a year ago. Last year $35,000 
of free cash was applied to lowering the tax 
rate, and because of this the 1933 rate was 
two dollars lower than it ordinarily would 
have been. This year there is free cash in the 
treasury to the amount of $24,000, but the 
town officials are recommending that this be 
not used for tax reduction purposes this year 

Chere are several outstanding features in 
this year’s finance committee budget. There 
has been a reduction of $12,200 in the public 
welfare allowance, bringing this figure down 
to $4,500. Under the town officer * appropri 
ation the finance committee has approved an 
increase of $270 in the salary of the town 
clerk and an increase of $300 for Dr. Daly as 
public welfare administrator. The snow re 
moval account remains at $15,000, despite 


the extra expenditure of a year ago and the 
request of the Board of Public Works for 
more money this year. The request for

Ex-President Hoover, it is said, 
worked longer than any other president, 
and President Roosevelt certainly is 
spending more time on his official duties 
than Ex-President Coolidge, but both 
are being paid less than previous chief 
executives. Here in town the library's 
statements each month have shown an 
ever-increasing use of the books there, 
traceable to the unemployment situa 
tion, and this has meant extra work for 
the librarians, at reduced salaries. Mr 
Eaton in his request implies that there 
are others whose duties have increased, 
but until the town is willing and able to 
raise all the salaries, it should not dis 
criminate by picking pul an isolated in 
stance which is no worse than many 
others 

Dr. Dalv’s work has increased, too, 
because of the need for public relief, but 
it has increased to a far greater degree 
than the treasurer’s. The head of the

Blake, one of Mrs. Wix’s brothers, 
served as messenger to Lincoln at the age of 
ten, his salary being fifty dollars a month, 
more than his father was receiving. The author 
of the letters was a recruiting officer for the 
First Rhode Island cavalry and saw active 
service until illness caused him to be sent to 
the Columbia hospital at Washington, D. ¢ 

Mrs. Wix recalls how her mother, nearing | 
death at the age of 86, loved to sit reading 
the letters over and over again. 

Mrs. Wix also possesses a pair of linen 
gloves worn by her grandfather when he shook 
hands with Washington following demobiliza 
tion. He was Major Jeremiah Fogg 

The pictures on exhibit depict many 
famous characters in old costumes. One 
picture of unusual interest shows the wives of 
all the presidents dressed in the garments of 
their period.
